The Assistant Chief Wastewater Plant Operator 3 performs skilled work in the efficient and
effective operation of the City’s Wastewater Treatment Plant. The employee is under the direct
supervision of the Chief Plant Operator and the administrative direction of the Director of Public
Works. The employee is subject to pre-employment, reasonable suspicion, post-accident
(incident), random, promotion and transfer, return-to-duty and follow-up drug and alcohol
testing. The employee is subject to a pre-employment, post-offer physical abilities test and
examination with a written statement from the physician as to the employee’s ability to meet the
physical strength and dexterity requirements of the position.

REPRESENTATIVE DUTIES:
ESSENTIAL DUTIES:

e Checks various operational parameters in the plant; reports process and equipment
status to supervisor, evaluates and provides input makes adjustments as directed.

e Collects samples in the plant and runs limited as directed routine tests.

e Makes legible and correct entries in English in logs, charts and records both
manually and by computer keyboard.

e Assists in overhaul of equipment

e (Calibrates and adjusts chemical feeders.

e Performs basic reporting, record keeping and mathematical calculations, and
communicates with supervisors, co-workers and the public in English, orally and
in writing.
